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1. It is reported that representatives of the SED and NDP met at SED headquarters 
25X1C in Berlin to outline the prerogatives and limite of their 
respective parties. Among those present were Walter Ulbricht, Erich Gniffke, 
Franz Dahlem, and Wilhelm Pieck of the SED and Dr. Lothar Bolz, Dr. Steinborn, 
Prof, Heilmann, and Hermman Welske of the NDP. 


2. The NDP representatives announced their intention of Yc their party on 
the same pattern as the SED. The SED agreed to all except the organization of 
Betriebsgruppen (employees! groups), The SED representatives warned that they 
would ledge a strong protest with the SMA if the NDP should attempt to organize 
Betriebsgruppen. No agreement was reached on this point. 


3. The NDP presented a list of Kreisleiter for the state of Brandenburg; all candi- 
dates were accepted by the SED and source claims they will soon be officially 
approved by the SMA, The list follows:
